The tame animals, /uch as hoiks, cows> 
fliecp, and the Hie, are creatures, who 
by reckon of their Jluggifhnefs and unapt nefs 
for motion, do not fy the dominion of man^ 
kindi^but ufually keep within the fame paf- 
tures and limits, and may be eafily purfutd ^ 
and overtaken^ if by accident they Jhould ef- 
cape 5 and therefore the owner has the fame 
kind of property in them, as he has in all 
inanimate chattels, and for the violation 
thereof, may bring an ailion ^/'trefpafs. 

. The wild zmmzis^ fucb as deer, hares, 
foxes, andfuch like, are thofe who by reafon 
vf their fuoftnejfi or fiercenefs Jly the dominion

of man I andintbefey no perfon can bma a 
preperty^ unlefs they be tamed ami made 
tradable by bim. And as property is the 
power tbat a man has over any otber thing 
for bis own ufe^ and the ability tbat be has 
to apply it to the fu^entatkA of biibemg\ 
when tbat power ceafesy his property is loft ; 
andy in confequencey an animal of^ this kind^ 
which after anyjiizure e/capes into the wilds 
of nature, and ajferts its own liberty by its 
f^iftnefsy is no more mine, becaufe I thereby 
lofe my property in it, And it is no hnger th 
my power or difpoful. 

Henteit appears, that by the connmbn \v»^ 
every man had an equal right to fkch trea^ 
tures as were not naturally under the power 
of man ; and where the mere caption orfei^ 
zure only created the property. 

^be wild animals^ by taking ahd taming 
them, became the property of the perfhn w 
perfons who put them under that fuhjeBum : 
Jb Hkewife did the tame animals, fo long as 
they continued ff, that is, fo long as tbey 
fould be confidered to have the mind of return-^ 
ing to their mafters} for while they appear 
to be in this fate, tbey are clearly the owa^ 
ers, and ought not to be violated ^ but when 
theyforjake the bojifes and bubitationsofmen, 
and betake themfehes to the woods, they are 
then the property of any man who Jhall feize 
and take {hem. .

Having premifed thus much as to animals 
in their wild and tame ftate, it becomes ne* 
cejfary tofpeak of the foil on which thefe ani^ 
mals are fed. We therefore Jhall give our 
readers the fiatutes relating to the forefts, 
chafesy parks and warrens in this kingdom^ 
andfo deduce thefubjeB to the animals them^^ 
f elves, fo far as relates to their feveral clajfes 
and the laws and ordinances made for the 
proteSlion of them, andfecuring the property

I. T7IRST, We will that all forefts, which 
X: King Henry our Grandfather afFoiefted, (hall be 
viewed by good and lawful men. And if he have made 
foreft of any other wood more than his own demefne^ 
whereby the owner of the wood hath hurt, forthwith 
it (hall be difaiForefted; and if he have made foreft 
of his own wood, then it (hall remain foreft, faving 
the common of herbage, and of other things in the 
fame foreft, to them which before were accuftomed to 
have the fame.

Feaft of Sl Margin in the winter, when that our gtft* 
takers fiiall receive our pawnage : and to thefie two 
fwaniflnotes fliaii come together our forefters, viertfers^ 
geft-takers, and none other by diftrefs. And thd 
third fwaniihote (hall be kept in the beginning of 
fifteen days before the Feaft of St» John the Bapii/f^ 
when that ourgeft-takers do meet to hunt our deer : 
and at this fwanimote Ihall meet our forefters. Tier* 
ders, and none other by .difttefs. Morieover, tr^tf 
forty days through the year, our forefters and vter-« 
ders (Ml meet to fee the attachments of the foreft, 
as well for^reen-hue as for huntings by the prefcnt- 
fiient of the fame forefters, and before them attached,

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And the faid fwanimotes fliall not be kept, but with« 
in the counties in which they have been ufed to ba 
kept.

9. Every freeman may agefl: his own wood within 
our foreft at his pleafure, and fhall take his pawnage« 
Alfo we do grant, that every freeman may drive his 
fwine freely without impediment through our demefne 
woods, for to ageft them in their own woods, or elfe 
where they will. And if the fwine of any freeman 
lie one night within o'ur foreft, there (hall be no oc* 
Cafion taken thereof, whereby he may lofe any thing 
of his own. 

The Puntjhment for killing of the King^s Deer, 

ID. No man from henceforth (hall lofe cither life 
or member for killing of Our deer ; but if any man be 
taken, and convided for taking our venifon, he (hall 
make a grievous fine, if he have any thing whereof; 
and if he have nothing to lofe, he (hall be imprifoned 
a year and a day. And after a year and a day expired 
(if he can find fufficient furecies) he (hall be delivered ; 
and if not, he (hall abjure the realm of England, Stat*

cart the half year two pence, and for another half 
year two pence ; for an horfe that beareth loads every 
balf year an halfpenny, and by another half year half 
a penny. And but of thofe only that come as mer*- 
cfaants through his bailiwick by licence, to buy bulhes, 
timber, bark, cole, and to fell it again at their pieafure; 
but for none other carriage by cart chiminage (hall be 
taken. Nor chiminage (ball not be taken, but in fuch 
places only where it hath been ufed to be. Thofe 
which bear upon their backs bru(hment, bark, or 
cole to fell, though it be their living, (hall pay no 
chiminage to our forefters, except they take it within 
our deme(iie woods.

And thefe liberties of th^ 
foreft we have granted to all men, faving to Arch- 
bi(hops, Biflxops, Abbots, Priors, Earls,. Barons, 
Knights, and to other Perfons as welt fpiritual as 
temporal, Templers, Hofpitallers, their liberties and 
free cuftoms, as well Within the foreft as without, 
and in warrens and other places which they have 
had. All thefe liberties and cuftoms we, ^c. as ii 
folUfVith in tbt end of tbi Great Charter ; and we do 
confirm and ratify thefe gifts, ^c. as in the end ef the 
Great Charter fpecifiedy &c.

Jn what Cafes the Killing of Offenders in Forefls^ Chafes^ 
or PFarrenSy is punijhable^ and where not. 

To the intent that trefpafters in forefts, chafes, 
parks, and warrens, may more marily fear hereafter 
to enter and trefpafs in the fame than* they have here* 
tofore done, our Lord the King, at his parliament, 
after Eafier the 21ft year of his reign, at the inftance 
cf the nobles of his realm, hath granted and com- 
manded to be from henceforth firmly obferved, that 
if .any forefter, parker, or warrener, fhall find any 
trefpafTers wandering within his liberty, .intending to 
do damage therein, and that will not yield themfelve$ 
to the forefters, warrenets, or parkers, after hue ^nd 
cry made' to* ftand unto the peace, but do continue 
their malice, and difobeying the King's peace do flee, 
or defend themfelves with foj'ce and arms; although 
luch forefters, parkers, and warreners, or any other 
coming in their company, and aiding fuch forefters, 
parkers and waireners, in the King's peace, do kilt 

any 
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any oflEf nder or offender^, being fo found, either in 
arrefting or taking them, or any of them, they (hall 
not be troubled upon the fame before the King and 
Ul juftif^s, or before any other the King's bailiits, or 
any other, withifl any franchifeor without; nor fliall 
leefe for fo doing either life or limb, or fuiFer any 
Other puniihmenty but (hall enjoy the King's peace as 
diey did before. 

Notwithftanding, let alf fuch forefkrs, parkers, 
warreoefs, and all other, beware, that by reafon of 
»y maUee^ difcord, debate, or other evil will had 
before timet they do malicioufly pretend againft any 
peribn paffing through their liberties, that they como 
thither for to trefpafs or mifdoe, when of truth they 
did nothing, nor were • not found as trefpaiTers, and 
fo kill tb«m : for if they do, and be conviAed there- 
upon, the death of fuch perfons (hall be enquired^ 
and execution (ball be done in like manner as is done 
for otbei of the King's fubje£ts (landing in his peace, 
and like as it ought to be done of right, and accord- 
]|ig to the law and cuftom of our realm.

7hey whofe floods an iifafforejlei jhall mi have Common 
Within the Fdreft. They whUh will return their Woodi 
int$ the Forefts Jhall have Common as they had before. 

Whereas certain pc^bple that be put out of the fo- 
reft for the purliew, and by the great men have made 
requeft to our Lord the King at this parliament, that 
they might be acquitted of their charge, and of things 
that the forefters demand of them, as they were wont 
to b<*; our Lord the King anfwered, (irll. That 
where he had granted purliew, that He was pleafed 
that it (hould (land in like manner as it was granted, 
atbeic that the thing was fued and demanded in an 
evil point. Neverthelefs he wHleth and Tntendeth, 
that all his demean land«, wherefoever they be» that 

have

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bave been of the crown, being returned by way o# 
eTcheat or otberwife, (hall have eftate of free-chafo 
and free-warren, and ia fucfa manner fhall be faved 
and kept to bis ufe for all manner of efcbeati, and 
for all manner of things chat pleafeth him. And in 
right of them that haih lands and tenements difaflfe- 
refted for the faid purliew, and (bcb as demand to have 
common within the bounds of forefts, the intent apd 
will of our lord the King is, that from henceforth 
(where purliew is} they may claim to be quit of the 
chairge of the forefts. And whereas the King's beafts 
cannot have their haunt and repair upon the foreft 
ground, as they bad fo long as they were within the 
forefts, that fuch folk (hall not have common nor 
other eafement within the bounds of the woods, nor 
of the lands, the which remain in fofefts ; but if any 
of thf m that be difafforefted by the purliew, would 
rather be within the foreft as they were before, than to 
be out of the foreft as they be now, it pleafeth the 
King very well that they fliall be received thereunto, 
fo that they may remain in their ancient eftatf, and 
Ihall have common and other eafement as well as they 
had before. Whereupon our Lord the King willeth 
and commandeth, that his jufticesof the foreft on this 
fide Tnnu and beyond Tnnt^ in like manner (hall 
keep and hold, and caufe to be kept and bolden 
ftraightly, the forefaid points, within their liberties, 
in the forn^ abovementioned^

The wood which is felled 
and cut down (hall be removed, and the wood which 
is (landing (ball remain in the foreft. And if an)r 
fuch wood yet ftanding be fold, it (hall remain in the 
foreft, and the feller ftall fatisfy the buyer according 
to the quantity of the wood ftanding in the foreft, and 
fo fold in the mean time, as he received of him.

afligned, fhall be contained and fpecified j and elfe, all 
fuch placards, lic^nfes, and bills afligned, fo hereafter 
to be made to any perfon Or perfons, not being fo 
bound by recognizance in the court of Chancery, as is 
aforefaid, to be utterly void and of none tStOi. 

Who may enquire of and punijh Offenders: 

That it fhall be lawful to all juflices of the peace in 
their fefTions, and to all flewards and bailiffs in their Te- 
yeral leets and law-d>ys, to enquire, hear, and deter- 
mine every fuch ipfFence, after the faid hft day of Juns 
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to be commited and done contrary to the tenor of this 
.prefent ad; To that always no lefs fine than ten pounds, 
be afTefTed upon every fuch prefentment and convidioa 
made according to the due courfe of thp law ; the fame 
.iine io by the fame juftices of peace upon every fuch 
prefentment and convi£tion made before them in their 
felTions, to be paid and levied only to the king's ufe;

Whereas fince the making of ftatutc of 5th of 
Eliz. cap. 21. there have been divers grounds inclofed 
and ufed, and kept for the prefervation and maintenance 
of /deer and conies ; and whereas there is not by the 
faid ftatutc 5th Eliz. neither by any other ad now in 
force, any fuificient remedy provided againft fuch male- 
fa<Slors and evil difpofed perfons as fhall chafe, hunt or 
kill any the deer or conies within fuch grounds^ fince 
the faid ftatute 5th Eliz, inclofed and kept^ and ufed for 
the maintenance and prefervation of the faid game as 
aforefaid, or any former grounds which have been, 
fince the making of the faid ftatute, in any part altered ^ 
by reafoq whereof many riots, manflaughters, mifchiefs, 
and other inconveniences have been daily committed and 
done, and like to be committed and done, if circum- 
fpe£l remedy be not hereunto provided. 

The Penalty for breaking a Pari or Warren^ or for hunting 
of Deer or Conies. 

That if any perfon or perfons, after the Feaft of St. 
James the Apoftle next enfuing, fhallj' in the night-time 
or by day, wrongfully or unlawfully break or enter into 
any park impaled, or any other feveral ground inclofed 
with wall, pale or hedge, and ufed or kept for the keep- 
ing, breeding and cheriftiing of any deer or conies, 
within any fuch impaled park or inclofed ground with 
pale, wall or other inciofure as aforefaid, againft the 
will, mind or pleafure of the owners, occupiers or pof- 
feffioners of the fame, not having lawful title or autho- 
rity fo' to do, and thereof fhall be lawfully conviSed at 
the fuit of our fovereign lord the kingj. his. heirs or fiK- 
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ccffors, or the part) aggrieved, fliall fuffcr imprifonmefit 
of his or their bodies by the fpace of three months, and 
alfo (hall yield and pay to the party aggrieved his treble 
damages and cofts, to be afieiTed and rated by the juftices 
before whom he or they (hall be convided, after thefaid 
three months expered, and fhall find fufficient fureties

with pale, or inclofed with wall or hedge as aforefaid, 
ufed for the keeping, breeding, or cherifliing of any 
deer or conies, the incrcafing of which faid conies fliall 
amount to the clear yearly value of forty {hillings, to be

her game-keeper or game-keepers, upon iiis or her own 
lord&ip or manor, to kill hare, pheafant, partridge, or 
: any other game whatfoever ; which power of appointing 
feveral game-keepers in the fame manor, with power to 
kill game, was found by experience to tend very mucji 
to the deftrufiioQ of the game of this kingdom : for the 
preventing whereof, by one other a£t of the ninth year 
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of the reign of the faid late Queen Anne^ intitled, An A3 
for making the ASf of the fifth Year of her Majeftfs Reign^ 
for the better Prefervation of the Game perpetual^ and for 
making the fame more effeifualy it was enadted, That no 
lord or lady of any manor fhall make, cbnSitute or ap-* 
point above one perfon to be a game- keeper within any 
onQ manor, with power or authority to kill or deftroy 
the game thereof i and th^t the name of fuch perfon, fo 
to be authorized to kill the game, fhall from time to 
time be entered with the clerk of the peace of the fame 
county, riding, or divifion wherein fuch manor does lie ;

Whereas divers idle and difordcrly pcrfons, who have 
been duly convided for unlawfully courfing, hunting, 
killing, or taking away Deer, upon the ftatute made in 
the third and fourth years of the reign of the late King 
jyilliam and Queen Mary^ for the more efFe£lual dif- 
covery and punifliment of deer-ftealers, have procured 
writs oftertiorari to remove fuch conviction into fuperior 
courts at W^mnfter^ purely to avoid the penalties of the 
faid ftatute ; whereby the partj^ or parties convi(Eted are 
only obliged to give fecurity to the perfon or perfons 
profecuting for the payment of their cofts and damages ;

That it fliall and may be lawful for any clerk of 
the peace for any county^ riding or place, and he is 
hereby required, upon application made to him by any 
perfon or perfons for that purpofe, to caufe a copy or 
copies of any convi£tion or convi£lions, filed by him 
under the dire£tions of this a£t, to be forthwith deli- 
vered to fuch perfon or perfons, upon payment of one 
Ihiliing for every fuch copy. 

Penalties and Forfeitures^ bow to be recovered. 

That the pecuniary penalties and forfeitures hereby 
to be incurred and made payable upon any convidion 
for a firft and fecond offence againft this ad, and alfo 
for a third oiFence, upon conviction at the quarter-fef- 
fions, as aforefaid, together with the cofts and charges 
previous to, and attending fuch convidion, to be afcer- 
tained by thejuftice or juftices before whom any offen- 
der ihall be coavidled, (hall be forthwith paid by the 
perfon convicted ; one moiety of the forfeiture to the 
informer, and the other moiety to the poor of the parifh 
or place where the offence (hall be committed : and in 
cafe fuch perfon ihall refufe or negle£t to pay the fame, 
or to give fecurity for the payment thereof, fuch juftice 
or juftices fhall by warrant under his or their hand and 
feal,^ or hapds and feals, caufe the fame to be levied by 
diftrefs and fale of the offender's goods and chattels, to- 
gether with all cofts and charges attending fuch diftrefs 
and fale, returning the overplus (if any) to the owner i 
ind it ihall and may be lawful for fuch juftice or juf- 
tices to order fuch offender to be detained in fafe cuf- 
tody, until return may conveniently be had ahd made to 
fuch warrant of diftrefs, unlefs the party fo convicted 
fhall give fufficient fecurity, to the fatisfadion of fuch 
juftice or juftices for his appearance before the faid juftice

That from ^nd after the faid twenty-fourth day of 
June^ one thoufand feven hundred and feventy-threo^ 
if any perfon or perfons fhall, upon a Sunday^ or on 
Chrijlmas^day^ in the day time, knowingly and wilfully 
take, kill ordeftroy any hare, pheafant, partridge, heath- 
garne or moor-game, or fhall upon a Sunday or on Chrijh- 
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mas'day ufc any gtin, dog, net or engine for taking, 
killing er deftroying any hare, pheafant, partridge^ 
moor-game or heath-game j every fuch perfon, being 
convidcd thereof in ihe manner and form prescribed by 
this a£t, fhall be fubje£t to the like forfeitures and pe- 
nalties as are herein before enaded to be infli£led for 
other offences againft this a£t. 

How Penalties for Offences committed are to be recovered. 

That in cafe any perfon fliall commit an offence 
againft this ad, whereby a penalty or punifliment is in^ 
curred, and dwells in another county than in that in 
which the offence was committed, the juftice or juftices 
before whom fuch information or indictment was had 
or made, may direft his or their warrant of apprehen- 
fion, and or diftrefs and fale, to any conftable within 
fuch county, riding or place where the offence was com* 
mitted, to be by him carried to the juftice near reiiding 
to the place where the offender dwells in fuch other 
county, riding or place, to be figned by him on the back 
of the faid warrant, upon proof on oath of the hand- 
writing of the juftice who firft granted the warrant; 
which ihdorfement ihall be fuHicient authority for the 
, conftable of fuch parifti or townfliip where he dwells, 
or where his goods arid chattels, or diftrefs, are to be had 
and found, or for fuch conftable who (hall bring the faid 
warrant to be indorfed, to apprehend 4nd convey fuch 
offender before the juftice who firft granted the war- 
rant, or any other juftice or juftices of that county 
where the offence was committed, or for fuch conftable 
to levy fuch penalty by diftrefs and fale, in the famt 
fnanner, and with the faid powers, as might have been 
done if the perfon had lived in the county, riding or 
place where the offence was committed ; and alfo, in 
cafe where no fufficient diftrefs can be had or found, 
to convey the offender before the juftice who firft grant-

In the cafe of The King v. Chandier, Trin. 12 ^. Hoh, Ch. J. 
jn delivering the opinion of the court on a convidion for dcer- 
(lealing, faid, that in tbefe convictions by jultices of the peace 
in a fummary way, where the arcient courfe of proceeding by 
i|i4i^mcnc apd (rial by jury is dif^cnfc^ with, the.cQur^ mzy 
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• more eaiily difpenfe lyich forms ; and it is fufHcient for the jufltces, 
in' the defcripcion of the offence, to purfue the words of thi^ 
ftatute, and they are not confined to the legal forms requiilte m 
indidments for ofFeoces by the common law. Raym, *voL i. 

In the cafe of Th ^ueen v. Matthenvs, Tritt^ 10 An, *On'i 
convi^ioii on thisftatute, exception was taken, that the convidlion, 
reciting the defendant not to be a perfon fo iind To qualified, 
and enumerating diftindily the feveral qualifications in flat, zz 
& 23 C, 2. ^omitted a new qualification allowed by this (latute, 
namely, that he was qot a perfon authorised by a lord (or lady) 
of a manor to kill game for his ufe. Per cur. — Had it been gene- 
rally laid thus, That he not being a perfon qualified according to 
law, and fo on, it had been enough ; but the qualifications being 
diAin^tly and feverally mentioned, the omifiion of one is fataU

journed). 

In the cafe of T^^ King v, Marriott Muk 4 Geo. There was « 
convidion for keeping a greyhound, reciting that one fF. T, 
came and informed, that the defendant being a perfon not quali- 
fied to keep a greyhound, did neverthelefs keep one at fuch a 
place, and cherewit)i killed feveral bares; and that he being fum- 
flioned did appear, and being afked what he had to fay, offered 
nothing in excufe, and therefore the juflice convidled him. It 
ivas objected, that the juHice (houid fet out, why the defendant 
is not a qualified perfon ; as that he is not thefon of an efquire, 
nor has lOo/. a year in his own or his wife's right : for he 
ought not to make himfelf the fole judge, but give the reafons 
at large. Par her ^ Ch. J. feemcd to think the conyiflion would 
: be good, having followed the words of the (latute ; and that if 
the defendant was qualified, he ought to have ihewed it before 
the juflice, being fummoned for that purpofe. Eyre^ J. ftarted 
an objedion, that ijt was not the juflice that 'had taken on him to 
fay the defendant was not qualified, but only the witnefs : for

Pratt, Ch* J, — Where the juftices have a fummary jurifdi£lion, 
and no appeal lies (as in this cafe) we mud keep them up (Irifll/ 
to the law; and I (hould be glad if we could make them fet out 
the whole matter particularly. . The cafe was adjourned. And 
afterwards the coqncil mentioned two cafes, «i'/«.

And the con virion being removed into the 
King's Bench by writ of certiorari , was qua(hed ; becaufe it was 
only averred generally, that he was not qualified, and did not 
aver that the defendant had cot the particular quaiifiditions 
mentioned in the ftatute, as to degree and.eftate.

In the cafe of Bluet v 'Needs, Efq. Geo 2. I« an adlk>B qtu 
tarn on the ftatute, ic was objeded, that it is not fuHicienc to fay 
he was not qualified, without fiiewing he bad not 100 /, a year, 
nor other ellate which makes a qualificatioR. 

Per Cur. — It is fulfictent if the words of the ftatute fee purfued ; 
and the defendant may come in and fhew his qualification. 
Indeed, convidiions have been qoalhed for not fetting forth what 
was the want of qualification, becaufe it mnft be made out before 
the juiltce^ that he had no fuch qualification as the law requires ; 
and therefore the juftice ought to return, that he had 00 manner 
of qualification, before he can convidt the defendant. Vid^ 
Comyns, p. 522. 

In the cafe of 7^^ King v. Bryan, Mich, izGeo. 2. which w$» 
a con virion on the Gin Ad, exception was taken, that there was 
BO averment, that it was not fold to be ufed in medicine : and 
the cafes on the Game hdt were mentioned, where in convictions 
it is neceiiary to exclude all the qualifications for killing game. 
On the other hand, H was infifted^ that the reafoa of that was, 

becaufe 
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becflofe thofe were in tbe eiia£liDg cUofe ; whereas this 
medicine comes, in by way of ^rovifoe, and is by way of de» 
fence to be (hewn on the defendant s part. And for that par«* 
pofe cited King v. Thet^f, Mich, 1 1 Geo. where in t convidion 
for obilradking an exdfe bftcer, on fiat, S Anv. cap. 9. it was ob- 
jeAed, that it not being averred to be in the day, it fhomld hate 
i>een fhewn that there was a conftaUe prefent, which is mads 
neceiTary in the night ; but it was held to be well, and that its 
being in the night ihould havt been fliewn on tht dtfendam'b 
part. 

Per C»r.— -This is brought within the general eaadling ckvTe:

In the cafe of The King v. Jarvis^ Hil. $0 G. 2. The con=. 
ridtion fet forth, that the defendant did onlawfuUy keep and 
ufe, and had in his cuflody and poiTeflion, one fetting-dog and 
fettiDg-net, for the deftruciion of the game ; and that Ik, the faid 
y» was not then any way qualijSed, impowered, licenfed, or a«- 
thorized, by or according to the laws of this realm^ to kill gatitd^ 
It was m6ved to quaih this conviAion. 

Ld. Mansfieldy Ch. J. — ^It is now fettled by the uniform coarle 
tif authorities, that the qaalifications muft be all negatively fet 
om : oiherwife the juftices have no jurifdidion over tbe per£ofts 
killing game, ot keeping dogs or engines for the defhrufitioa of 
it. The obiter (aying in 10 M(>d. Rep, (if it was a book of 
better authority than it is) would iignify nothing wbcu die Ht^ 
terminations are another way. There is a great diicreace be- 
tween the purview of an a£i of patliameat, and « provifoe in m 
aft of parliament. In the cafe of The J^mg v. Mafiot^ wfaew 
the witnefs fwears only generally, it was held fufficiem ; and tbe 
juftices who conviA on the evidence of the witness, can have tto 
other or farther ground to go on than what the witnefs fweart. 
In the cafe of The King v. f/iV/, it is the very point eftabliihed and 
fettled, that the general averment Is not fufficient, and tbat it 
innft be averred that the defendant had not the particniar qc6ili£- 
cations mentioned in the ftatute. In the cafe of Biuetyfki tam^ r. 
Needs ^ the general averment of the defendant's not being qualified, 
was heM to be fufficient 6nan a^ion^ though infuflicient on a ^- 
vidtion : the diftindlion is obvious- between ana£tion and a convic- 
tion. In the prefent cafe, the witnefs fwears generally that the de- 
fendant 
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fendant was not qualiited. The judices adjudge it geiteral^, 
only ; the ilream caa go no higher than the fpring bead. So the 
conclufioDy which the jaftices draw from the teftionony of the 
witnefsy inaft be as general as that teilimony.

The exception 
proves the rule. Nor was the general rule at all doubted or 
difputed in that cafe.

foit was done, in the indiftment of Bel/, which was lately argued 
before all the judges. I take the point to be fettled by the con- 
flant tenor of all the authorities ; and, I thinks on very good rea» 
fon ; (if there was need to enter into the reafon at large, after it 
has been fully fettled already). — Deni/on, juflice, concurred with 
the chief juftice, and faid' it was a clear cafe ; and that it was 
folly fettled and eftablifhed, that in thefe convidions, the want of 
the particular qualifications mentioned in fat.
